In the last Congress the Equal Rights Amendment

For the second time it has been made necessary to 
postpone our 1947 Convention. 

First, the convention orginally set for January 25 
and 26, 1947, was postponed because of the fact that 
certain individuals sent out an unauthorized “call” for 
a convention to be held two weeks in advance of the 
regularly authorized convention. The unauthorized 
“call”, which was issued without the consent or know- 
ledge of the National Chairman, Vice Chairman, Treas- 
urer, Convention Chairman, or of the National Execu- 
tive Council, caused so much confusion and uncertainty 
that the National Council, meeting in Indianapolis, 
December 15, deemed it wise to postpone the con-

Committees. It received a majority vote in the Senate last July. 
The President of the United States and the Governors of more 
than thirty States have given their endorsement. 


Leaders of women’s organizations were out-spoken in declar- 
ing their belief in victory for this constitutional amendment in 
this Congress. Nina Horton Avery, chairman of the Women’s 
Joint Legislative Committee for Equal Rights and Third Vice 
President of the National Federation of Business and Profes- 
sional Women’s Clubs, declared: “Women of 33 national organi- 
zations, numbering about five million in membership, are be- 
hind Senator Capper and the co-sponsors of the Equal Rights 
Amendment. The Equal Rights Amendment is the means to 
achieve for women those rights which male citizens now enjoy 
under the Constitution.” 

Anita Pollitzer, National Chairman of the National Woman’s 
Party, said: “With Senator Arthur Capper and Representative 
John M. Robsion, two tried friends of the Amendment, heading 
a list of sponsors, early and favorable action is confidently to 
be expected, ‘Equal Justice Under Law’, the phrase inscribed 
above the entrance to the Supreme Court, does not exist today 
in the United States, and is not possible until men and women 


stand equal under the law.” 


The Amendment was introduced in the House of Representa- 
tives on January 9 by Hon. John M. Robsion (R) of Kentucky, 
ranking Republican member of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, supported by Hon. Fadjo Cravens (D) of Arkansas, and 
seventy-five other Congressmen. 


Members of the National Woman’s Party are asked to kee 
in touch with the Congressional Co-chairmen of the Nationa 
Woman’s Party on the stand of their Representatives. These 
Congressional Co-chairmen are Mrs. U. S. Guyer of Kansas, 
widow of Representative Guyer (R), long the ranking Repub- 
lican member of the House Judiciary Committee; and Mrs. Em- 
ma Guffey Miller of Pennsyvania, Democratic Committeewoman 
of Pennsylvania. 
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Now this same small group has again made it pract- 
ically impossible to hold a successful convention by 
bringing a suit at law against the national officers 
and nearly all members of the National Council. 

The National Council will meet in the near future to 
consider this situation and to set another date for the 
1947 Biennial Convention. 

In view of these unprecedented torpedoings of 
arrangements for the Biennial Convention, the Na- 
tional Council will take every precaution this time to 
see that arrangements are made in such a way as to 
ensure the holding of the 1947 Convention, no matter 
what contrary steps may be taken by those who seem 
determined to bring injury to the equality cause and 
to those in the vanguard of the work for that cause.

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Of Susan B. Anthony

The 127th anniversary of the birth of Susan B. Anthony 
was commemorated in the United States Capitol on February 
15 by a significant ceremony held in the Capitol crypt before 
the Statue honoring Miss Anthony, Lucretia Mott and Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton. 

Participating in this ceremony, in addition to the National 
Woman’s Party, which annually arranges a ceremony, were 
other women’s organizations which are working in the move- 
ment for equality of rights under the law. 


Representative Robsion (Rep.), Kentucky, and Chief Sponsor 
of the Equal Rights Amendment in the House, told the audience 
assembled that women today must work for equal rights under 
the law with the same zeal that Susan B. Anthony worked for 
suffrage for women. “We will work for the passage of the 
Equal Rights Amendment until we win,” he said, “because we 
are in the right and ‘right makes might.’” 


Honor guest was Mrs. Adelaide Johnson, sculptor of the 
statue. In introducing Mrs. Johnson, the Alabama State Chair- 
man of the National Woman’s Party, Mrs. Meta Grace Keebler, 
said, “It is the only monument made by a woman dedicated to 
women in behalf of all woman-kind, and in a nation’s capitol. 
Mrs. Johnson’s work represents over sixty years of actual study 
and development.” 

Mrs. Emma Guffey Miller, Congressional Chairman of the 
National Woman’s Party and Democratic National Committee- 
woman of Pennsylvania, who has been a leader in the move- 
ment for the advancement of women for many years, presided 
and introduced the speakers. In presenting Lorita Childe Dorr, 
who placed a wreath on the statue in honor of her grandmother, 
Rheta Childe Dorr, author of “Susan B. Anthony, the Woman 
Who Changed the Mind of a Nation,” Mrs. Miller paid a tribute 
to Mrs. Dorr not only as the author of the best book written 
about Susan B. Anthony, but also as a distinguished author 
and publicist, who, throughout the campaign for woman suff- 
rage, was one of the most effective speakers for it.

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United Nations’ Commission On Status Of Women 


E United Nations Commission on the Status of 
Women adopted February 25, 1947, a forthright 
and uncompromising Report, stating that “the purpose 
of the Commission is to raise the status of women, ir- 
respective of their nationality, race, language, or re- 
ligion, to equality with men in all fields of human en- 
terprise, and to eliminate all discriminations against 
women in provisions of statutory law and under max- 
ims or rules, or interpretations of customary law.” 
The report is of epoch-making importance in the long 
forward march of women toward the goal of complete 
emancipation. 

The present Report follows the general lines laid 
down in the Report adopted by the United Nations 
Sub-commission on the Status of Women, May 13, 
1946. This Sub-commission was raised to the rank of 
a full and independent commission in June, 1946, by 
unanimous vote of the Economic and Social Council 
of the United Nations. 


The first meeting of the full and independent Com- 
mission met at Lake Success February 24, 1947. Rep- 
resentatives of various international women’s organi- 
zations including the World Woman’s Party, attended 
the meetings throughout the two weeks in which the 
Commission was in session. Alice Morgan Wright 
spoke before the Commission as the official represent- 
ative of the World Woman’s Party at the public Hear- 
ing arranged for women’s organizations. 

Excerpts are given below from the historic report.

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For The Information Of Our Members 


EPORTING for the National Council in the January- 
February 1947 issue of Equal Rights, I stated that the 
National Council had met at the National Headquarters in 
Washington, D. C., January 9, 10, 11, 12, for the purpose of 
considering how best to safeguard the interests, property and 
funds of the Woman’s Party, in view of a threatened attack. 


As already stated, a rump convention had been held by a few 
Woman’s Party members, January 10, 11, and 12, at the May- 
flower Hotel in Washington, despite repeated attempts on our 
part at mediation that had come to nothing. The National Head- 
quarters, Alva Belmont House, had been forcibly entered. What 
had for sometime been a possibility was now a fact. 


Following this so-called convention, the attorneys for the 
dissenting group, the law firm of Covington, Burling, Rublee, 
Acheson and Short, of Washington, D. C., presented a demand 
for the immediate surrender of the offices, headquarters, prop- 
erty and funds of the National Woman’s Party — complete 
abdication on the part of the duly elected officers and Council. 


At a meeting of the Council convened on January 28, and 
lasting through February 2, this ultimatum was considered. 
All thought of personal inconvenience was submerged in the 
realization of the responsibility of the officers and Council 
to the National Woman’s Party — —the trust placed in them 
by the membership of the Party must not be betrayed. 


On January 29, a resolution introduced by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Forbes of Baltimore, was unanimously and unhesitatingly car- 
ried by the National Council. This resolution recalled our 
efforts to settle the differences that had arisen within the 
Party; it reminded the Council that all our attempts at media- 
tion and conciliation had been of no avail; it stated that the 
duly elected officers and members of the National Council of 
the National Woman’s Party “are trustees of the spiritual and 
material assets of the National Woman's Party;” that it was 
not legally or morally in the power of the Council to accept 
the “unjust and illegal demands of a small group of women” 
— to “surrender to them the name, property and funds of the 
National Woman’s Party.” The resolution in full was as follows: 


“WHEREAS, we, the members of the National Coun- 
cil of the National Woman’s Party, have made every 
effort to settle any differences which have recently 
arisen within the Party, and 


“WHEREAS, our attempts at mediation and concila- 
tion have met with no response on the part of the 
opposition, and 

“WHEREAS, we, the elected officers and members 
of the National uncil of the National Woman’s 
Party, are trustees of the spiritual and material assets 
of the National Woman’s Party, 


“THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that we refuse 
to accept the unjust and illegal demands of a small 
up of women who held a so-called convention at the 
ayflower Hotel, Washington, D. C., January 10, 11, 
12, 1947, to which a majority of our State organizations 
refused to send delegates, and who are now demandin 
that we surrender to them the name, property an 
funds of the National Woman’s Party, which it is not 
legally or morally in our power to do, and 


“BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a copy of this 
resolution be distributed among the members of the 
National Woman’s Party and to the Chairman of the 
endorsing organizations.” 


The next move of the opponents came quickly..On February 
5, a suit was brought in the District Court of the United States 
for the District of Columbia by the few individuals who had 
met at the Mayflower Hotel, against 28 officers and members of 
the National Council, as defendants. The “defendants” they 
named in the suit at law were the national officers, three past 
National Chairmen, and National Council members, as follows:

Mary Sinclair Crawford, Calif.; Elizabeth Forbes, Md.; Edith

N. Y.; Dr. Zelma L. Huxtable, Calif.; Florence Elizabeth Ken-

The Complaint filed in the District Court against the above 
“Defendants” demands: 
“That the defendants and their agents and employees 
be directed to surrender . . . the seal, and the records of 
the corporation, and that the defendants be ordered 
to cooperate in making any and all bank accounts and 
funds of the corporation available to the plaintiff cor- 
poration and to its duly elected officers and Councils, 
and the defendants be enjoined from interfering with 
said officers and Councils in the conduct of their duties 
as such.” 


On February 7, papers were served by a District of Columbia 
marshall, acting for the group filing the suit, on Mrs. Emma 
Guffey Miller, Congressional Chairman of the National Woman’s 
Party, and a few days later on Mrs. Lucia Hanna Hadley, mem- 


ber of the National Council, and on Mrs. Marie Moore Forrest, 


3rd Vice Chairman, requiring them to appear before the Court 
within twenty days. 

Mrs. Miller, the first to be served by the marshall, is one 
of the most distinguished and able women working in the 
equality cause. She is the National Democratic Committee- 
woman from Pennsylvania and the sister of former Senator 
Guffey of Pennsylvania. Upon being served by the marshal 
Mrs. Miller said: 

J was urged to take part in the Mayflower rump 
convention; I was invited to become a member of their 
so-called Council; I was asked to serve as their Con- 
gressional Chairman. I refused, and now they are 
suing me!” 

Mrs. Hadley, the daughter of a former Congressman from 
Indiana, and a member of the Woman’s Party since 1914, said: 

“It seems evident that forces opposed to the Equal 
Rights Amendment are at work. The National Woman’s 
Party is in the vanguard of those working for the 
Amendment. Our National Council stands still further 
out in the front, leading the National Woman’s Party. 
This is the reason, in my opinion, that we have been 
singled out for this attack. Apparently it is hoped to 
cripple the work for the Amendment by bringing a law- 
suit against the most active workers.” 

Mrs. Forrest said: 

“This is the most amazing and incomprehensible 
event that has happened in all my long experience in 
public affairs. I joined the National Woman’s Party 
when it was founded in Washington in 1913 by Alice 
Paul. I was present at the first meeting in the little 
basement room on F Street, when our movement was 
launched. Since then I have taken part in every phase 
of the work. I went through the campaign for suffrage, 
through the days of picketing and imprisonment, 
through the campaign for the equal nationality rights 
for women, through the campaign for the right of mar- 
ried women to employment in Government service. I 
have shared in all parts of the campaign for the pend- 
ing Equal Rights Amendment. I went with Alice Paul 
to Geneva to start the work for the World Woman’s 
Party for Equal Rights, and was in charge of the 
great pageant that marked the opening of the Geneva 
Headquarters. Throughout these thirty-four years I 
have rejoiced that the National Woman’s Party was 
one organization in which there was complete unity. 

“These days that are behind us were days of 
struggle, of poverty, of overwhelming difficulties. Now, 
when final victory for the equality cause seems at hand, 
when both major parties have declared for our Amend- 
ment, when the President of the United States has 
declared for it, when over 30 Governors have declared 
for it, when more than 30 national women’s organiza- 
tions are working for its passage, when, in the last 
Congress, it received, for the first time, a favorable 
Committee report in both Houses, and a majority vote 
on the floor of the Senate — now, with victory in our 
grasp, comes this lawsuit against our leaders and 


against our National Board. I am at a loss for an ex- 
planation.” 


At the time of going to press, only Mrs. Miller, Mrs. Hadley, 
and Mrs. Forrest had been served with papers by the marshal. 

On behalf of the National Council, I wish to assure friends 
and members of the National Woman’s Party that we will 
vigorously defend what we believe to be the interests of the 
equality cause until a National Convention can be assembled.
